Arbitration 
brings end 
to hospital 
strike 


O One-day Alberta hospital workers’ 
wildcat strike ends in binding arbitration

Surgeries and tests are being 
rescheduled after a one-day ille¬ 
gal strike by hospital workers. 

The Alberta Union of Provincial 
Employees and Alberta Health 
Services agreed to binding arbi¬ 
tration late Thursday afternoon, 
said AHS executive vice-president 
Chris Mazurkewich. 

The strike, which began at 
Edmonton’s Royal Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital Thursday morning, grew to 
between 600 and 800 workers at 
20 facilities across the province. 

They were expected to be back 
at work by 7 p.m. 

“We value the employees,” said 
AHS’ Stephen Gould. “We’re very

It appears a dog they loved 
so much has now caused 
unimaginable grief for an 
Airdrie family. 

RCMP were called to a 
home in the 2400 block of 
Kingsland View around 10 
a.m. Wednesday and found 
a newborn suffering from 
bite wounds inflicted by a 
family-owned husky. 

The baby was rushed to 
the Alberta Children’s Hos¬ 
pital in Calgaiy but later 
died. Information online in¬ 


dicates he was no more 
than two months old. 

“Our investigation has 
determined that was sim¬ 
ply a veiy tragic accident,” 
said RCMP Insp. Tony 
Hamori. “Charges are not 
being laid. Our hearts go 
out to the family — it’s 
unimaginable what they 
must be going through.” 

Neighbours indicated 
Thursday that the couple 
living in the home ran a 
dog-sledding business and a 
website appeared to verify 
that claim. An individual at 
the home Thursday refused 
to comment. 

Metro has chosen not to 


name the family at this 
time, but their online biog¬ 
raphy indicates they have 
adopted four huskies. Air¬ 
drie bylaw officials would 
neither confirm nor deny 
that there was more than 
one dog living in the home. 

The dog that attacked is 
being quarantined until the 
family and bylaw officers 
decide whether it should be 
destroyed. 

“We want to do the right 
thing for the family,” said 
Danyl Poburan, manager 
of municipal enforcement 
in Airdrie.

A council committee is 
set to discuss funding 
options on Tuesday for 
fast-tracking the south¬ 
east LRT expansion, with 
construction starting in 
2014. 

A new report reveals 
options to cover $800 
million the administra¬

Former Calgary 
pathologist 
under review 


Justice officials in Alberta 
are investigating the work 
of a former forensic 
pathologist after mistakes 
were found in at least four 
of his autopsies. 

The unnamed doctor 
was in Calgary for a year 
before leaving the job last 
September. He was part of 
426 death investigations, 
including 13 homicides. 

The mistakes found so 
far, confirmed by patholo¬ 
gists in the United States, 
did not involve criminal 
deaths. 

But a special prosecutor 
will be reviewing all his 
homicide files and de¬ 
fence lawyers on the cases 
will be notified, Greg 
Lepp, assistant deputy 
minister with the crimi¬ 
nal justice branch, said 
Thursday. 

He said the priority will 
be on criminal cases that 
are currently before the 
courts, followed by cases 
that have already conclud-

lenky, a former assistant 
medical examiner in Cal¬ 
gary. A subsequent review 
of his criminal files found 
there were no 
miscarriages of justice, 
said Lepp.

“That does not mean in 
any way that we’re satis¬ 
fied that errors or mis¬ 
takes were made in those 
criminal cases,” Lepp said. 

Dr. Anny Sauvageau, 
the province’s chief med¬ 
ical examiner, said not all 
pathologist files are au¬ 
topsies. Many are external 
exams, which take less 
time. 

She has made it a prior¬ 
ity since she was hired last 
year to establish a peer-re¬ 
view system for autopsies.

The head of Alberta’s Ur¬ 
ban Municipalities Associ¬ 
ation has patched up a rift 
with the province, but 
says she still has concerns 
over how towns and cities 
get money.

Six months into his vio¬ 
lence-reduction plan, the 
city’s top cop feels it’s 
working. 

“It can’t be done 
overnight. It’s a marathon 
not a sprint,” police Chief 
Rod Knecht told an Ed¬ 
monton Police Commis¬ 
sion meeting Thursday. 

Edmonton saw an 18 
per cent reduction in 
crime overall, and a dip in 
violent crime by the last 
quarter of 2011. 

But the city’s stagger¬ 
ing rate of sexual assault, 
especially those fuelled by 
alcohol and drugs, will be 
a focus going into 2012 for 


the Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ice, he said. 

“Specifically to sexual 
assaults the numbers are 
up, and they’re up in the 
neighbourhood of 50 per 
cent, so that’s a concern 
of ours. It’s an area we 
want to focus on and we 
want to look for initia¬ 
tives where we can drive 
down sexual assaults,” 
said Knecht. 

He chalked up the high¬ 
er reports of sex-related 
crimes to recent aware¬ 
ness campaigns. 

“People are more 
aware, people are report¬ 
ing and people actually 
came through during the 
Community Action Team 
deployment and reported 
a sexual assault where

Feds target *bogus’ refugees 



The Conservative govern¬ 
ment is using its majority 
to once again overhaul the 
refugee system to reduce 
what it considers to be bo¬ 
gus claims. 

Immigration Minister Ja¬ 
son Kenney tabled legisla¬ 
tion in the House of 
Commons on Thursday 
that reverses some key con¬ 
cessions the Tories made to 
the opposition two years 
ago in order to pass the Bal¬ 
anced Refugee Reform Act 
through a minority Parlia¬ 
ment. 

This new legislation, 
called the Protecting Cana¬ 
da’s Immigration System 
Act, more closely resembles 
the original reftigee bill as 
tabled by the Tories, before 
any concessions. 

But Kenney says a glut of 
refugee claims from the Eu¬ 
ropean Union has forced 
the government to adopt 
even tougher measures. 

“We worked with the op¬ 


position in good faith and 
we ended up with a bill that 
was a huge improvement 
over the status quo,” he 
said Thursday. “But we have 
a serious problem. We’re 
facing a large wave of un¬ 
founded asylum claims 
coming from the European 
Union in particular. The on¬ 
ly tool we have to address 
that now is the imposition 
of a visa. That hurts Cana¬ 
da’s commercial, diplomat¬ 


ic interests. It hurts the 
tourism industiy. We need 
other tools to address it.” 

Canada is close to inking 
a free-trade agreement with 
the European Union. The 
Czech Republic has threat¬ 
ened to hold up the deal if 
Canada does not get rid of a 
visa requirement it slapped 
on Czech citizens in 2009. 

The new legislation 
would give the federal im¬ 
migration minister final say 


Appeals curbed 


► Refugees from safe

They 
are allowed to appeal to 
the board under the current 
legislation.

“Our generous asylum 
system has been abused by 
people making bogus 
refugee claims,” Kenney 
said. “Our government is 
veiy concerned about the 
recent increase in refugee 
claims from democratic 
countries that respect hu¬ 
man rights.”

Canada has joined the 
United States and four oth¬ 
er countries in efforts to 
cut emissions of common, 
short-lived pollutants even 
as it’s facing questions in¬ 
ternationally about its 
true commitment to fight¬ 
ing climate change. 


Environment Minister 
Peter Kent was in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., on Thursday, 
appearing alongside U.S. 
Secretary of State Hillaiy 
Chnton to announce the 
five-year initiative. 

He said the coalition, 
which also includes 
Bangladesh, Ghana, Mexi¬ 
co and Sweden, will 
“reduce emissions, help 
counter chmate change, 
and work towards deliver¬ 
ing a global solution to 
this global problem.” 

“This is a key 
complement to our action 
on greenhouse gases 


through ambitious nation¬ 
al reductions,” Kent added. 

State Department offi¬ 
cials say the project was 
spurred by the slow pace 
of international climate 
change talks. 

Yet Canada’s contribu¬ 
tion is modest by any stan¬ 
dards — it’s kicking in just 
$3 million. The U.S. is con¬ 
tributing $12 million, 
while the amount being 
doled out by the other na¬ 
tions wasn’t immediately 
known. 

The project, to be run 
by the United Nations En¬ 
vironment Program, is 



aimed at addressing short¬ 
lived pollutants hke 
methane, hydrofiuorocar- 
bons and soot, also known 
as black carbon.

Real estate crash haunts Spain 

O Economic downturn has left ghost 
towns in its wake across the country 



Towering apartment 
blocks, complete with 
swimming pools and play¬ 
grounds, loom over empty 
streets, weed-filled lots and 
gaping excavation pits. The 
lone bank in this mega-de¬ 
velopment, nicknamed 
“Manhattan,” closed two 
years ago and most store¬ 
fronts are bricked up. 

Apartments galore are 
for sale here and prices are 
plunging. 

More than 13,000 apart¬ 
ments were supposed to go 
up to create a mini-city for 
30,000 people just 45 min¬ 
utes outside of Madrid. But 
only 5,100 were built, 
many are uninhabited and 
regular Spaniards who 
bought them as invest¬ 
ments are now competing 
to offload them for huge 
losses. 

Spain’s real estate crash 
and economic implosion 
have turned what was sup¬ 


posed to become a vibrant 
suburban paradise for 
young Spanish couples and 
their children into one of 
the most visible monu¬ 
ments of the countiy’s 
boom gone bust. Such 
modern-day ghost towns 
have become a familiar 
part of the Spanish land¬ 
scape, abandoned shells 
left to slowly decay. 

The number of foreclo¬ 
sure proceedings sk 3 n:ock- 
eted during the economic 
crisis. Nearly 530,000 were 
granted by courts from 
2008 through September 
of 2011, most to banks tak¬ 
ing homes, housing devel¬ 
opments and vast tracts of 
land for residential and 
commercial real estate 
projects that may never be¬ 
come reality. 

The banks were ordered 
this month by the recently 
elected centre-right gov¬ 
ernment to set aside bil¬ 


lions of additional euros to 
cover these toxic real es¬ 
tate assets valued at $232 
billion US just as Spain 
teeters on the edge of what 
could be a lengthy reces¬ 
sion. 

In Sesena and other 
ghost developments 

around Spain, some banks 
are already tiying to un¬ 


load finished apartments 
at discounts of up to 50 per 
cent of their original 
prices. But that’s hurting 
untold numbers of 
Spaniards who invested 
savings and took out big 
loans to buy property they 
thought they’d be able to 
rent or sell for a higher

Three Iranians detained 
after accidentally setting 
off explosives in Bangkok 
were planning to attack 
Israeli diplomats, Thai¬ 
land’s top policeman said 
Thursday in the first con¬ 
firmation by local officials 
that the group was plot¬ 
ting attacks in Thailand. 

Israel has strongly ac¬ 
cused Iran of being be¬ 
hind the botched plot, a 
bombing in India and an 
attempted bombing in 
the former Soviet repub¬ 
lic of Georgia this week, 
which Iran has denied. 

Citing the similarity of 
bombs used in New Delhi 
and Tbilisi, national po¬ 
lice chief Gen. Prewpan 
Dhamapong said that 
Thai authorities now 
“know for certain that 


(the target) was Israeli 
diplomats.” 

“This issue was about 
individuals and the tar¬ 
gets were specific,” he 
said. “This was something 
personal.” 

Israel has accused Iran 
of waging a covert cam¬ 
paign of state terror and 
has threatened military 
strikes on Iranian nuclear 
facilities. Iran has blamed 
the Jewish state for the re¬ 
cent killings of Iranian 
atomic scientists and has 
denied responsibility for 
all three bomb plots. 


The explosion Monday 
in New Delhi tore 
through an Israeli diplo¬ 
matic vehicle, wounding 
the driver and a diplo¬ 
mat’s wife, and an at¬ 
tempt was foiled the same 
day in Georgia. 

The plot in Bangkok 
was discovered when ex¬ 
plosives in the men's rent¬ 
ed house blew up by 
mistake Tuesday. Surveil¬ 
lance video showed the 
three men leaving their 
destroyed house just after 
the first blast. 
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Defiantly declaring “a day 
of vLctoiy,” a Nigerian man 
was given a mandatory life 
sentence Thursday for try¬ 
ing to blow up a packed jet¬ 
liner with a bomb sewn 
into his underwear. People 
aboard the flight testified 
that the failed attack had 
disturbed their sleep and 
travels for more than two 
years. 

Umar Farouk Abdulmu- 
tallab was the same re¬ 
morseless man who four 
months ago pleaded guilty 
to all charges related to 
Northwest Airlines Flight 
253. 

The 25-year-old, Euro¬ 
pean-educated son of a 
wealthy banker, Abdulmu- 
tallab tried to set off the 
bomb minutes before the 


Armed gunmen from a 
radical Islamist sect 
stormed a federal prison in 
Nigeria amid heavy gunfire 
and explosions, killing one 
guard and freeing 119 in¬ 
mates in an assault mark¬ 
ing its growing national 
ambitions, officials said 
Thursday. 

The sect known as Boko 
Haram claimed it freed 
seven followers in the at¬ 
tack that happened just af¬ 
ter 7 p.m. Wednesday in 
the town of Koton-Karifi, 
just south of Nigeria’s capi¬ 
tal Abuja. Though authori¬ 
ties declined to say the 
attack was the work of the 
group, it mirrored another 
massive prison break or¬ 
chestrated by the sect in

Newton’s 
knowledge 
hits the net 

He's considered to be one 
of the greatest scientists of 
all time. But Sir Isaac New¬ 
ton was also an influential 
theologian who applied a 
scientiflc approach to the 
study of scripture, Hebrew 
and Jewish mysticism. 

Now Israel’s national li¬ 
brary, an unlikely owner of 
a vast trove of Newton’s 
writings, has digitized his 
theological collection — 
some 7,500 pages in New¬ 
ton’s own handwriting — 
and put it online. Among 
the yellowed texts are 
Newton's famous predic¬ 
tion of the apocal5^se in 
2060. 

Newton revolutionized 
physics, mathematics and 
astronomy in the 17th and 
18th century, laying the 
foundations for most of 
classical mechanics — 
with the principal of uni¬ 
versal gravitation and the 
three laws of motion bear¬ 
ing his name. 

However, the curator of 
Israel’s national library’s 
humanities collection said 
Newton was also a devout 
Christian who dealt far 
more in theology than he 
did in physics and believed

Cameron was in the 
Scottish capital for his first 
meeting on the issue with 
Scottish leader Alex 
Salmond, whose separatist 
party has long campaigned 
for Scotland to leave its 
neighbours behind for the 
first time in more than 300 
years. 

Salmond is seeking to 
hold an independence ref¬ 
erendum in September 
2014, hoping that a separa¬ 
tion from London would

General Motors earned its 
biggest profit ever in 2011, 
but signs are emerging that 
its momentum could slow. 

Strong sales in the U.S. 
and China helped the car- 
maker turn a profit of $7.6 
billion US, beating its old 
record of $6.7 billion in 
1997 during the pickup- 
truck and SUV boom. 

Yet the company lost 
ground in the fourth quar¬ 


ter. Its profit fell eight per 
cent and missed Wall Street 
expectations. Europe and 
South America reported 
losses. And sales growth in 
the U.S. slowed even as 
more Americans bought 
cars and trucks 

Still, GM is a vastly differ¬ 
ent company than it was in 
the late 1990s. It’s smaller, 
has less debt and its con¬ 
tract with the United Auto 


Workers is less costly. But it 
took a government bailout 
and bankruptcy protection 
in 2009.

O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin share their thoughts on Billy Crystal 
reprising his role as Oscar host O And they place their bets on best picture 




Richard: We talked about 
the Oscars a few weeks ago, 
but we didn’t touch on Billy 
Ciystal coming back as 
host. 1 loved the old Ciystal 
shows, but really hope he 
finds a new fresh approach 
for this year. I’m not inter¬ 
ested in seeing him do an¬ 
other opening montage 
where he inserts himself in¬ 
to the nominated footage. 
What do you, oh comedy 
guru, hope he does with the 
show? 

Mark: Oh, Richard, you 
know he’s gonna do it; this 
time in black and white, in 
flip-flops and silent. Those 
montage sequences are like 
a drug to him — his name 
is Ciystal, after all. It’ll be 


old and hoaiy, but at least 
there will be some laughs. 
Of course, Billy’s getting so 
old he’ll have to turn his 
hearing aid up extremely 
loud and the teleprompter 
will have to be incredibly 
close. Your prediction on 
Best Picture, Richard? 

RC: The Artist was the most 
fun 1 had at the movies last 
year but I’m not sure that 
means it deserves a best pic¬ 
ture win. 1 think it will take 
it because it has won all the 
guild awards, but in my 
heart it’s between Money- 
ball and Tree of Life. What’s 
your choice? 

MB: My choice is The De¬ 
scendants, a movie of great 


maturity and mid-tone 
emotion. 1 had considered 
it a shoo-in until recently, 
because 1 thought The 
Artist was original to the 
point of gimmickiy. But 
now 1 think The Artist is go¬ 
ing to take it. It’s a movie 1 
liked a lot, but it’s not veiy 
subtle. As far as Tree of Life 
goes, 1 thought it was pre¬ 
tentious hooey. And 1 heard 
they used non-union di¬ 
nosaurs. 

RC: Pretentious hooey! 1 ac¬ 
cept that the birth of the 
universe sequence sepa¬ 
rates the men from the film 
snobs, but 1 loved how 
evocative of childhood it 
was. It captured something 
deeply emotional, even 


spiritual, whereas The 
Artist simply entertained 
the eye. The Descendants, 
for me, was a so-so movie 
with nice performances. 
Perhaps if Clooney had 
been working opposite a di¬ 
nosaur 1 might have en¬ 
joyed it more. 

MB: Yeah, 1 know. Tree of 
Life certainly has its fans. 
The divisive film 1 loved 
was Extremely Loud and In¬ 
credibly Close. 1 guess the 
childhood depicted in that 
picture — melancholic, 
guilt-ridden, borderline As- 
pergers — was evocative of 
my own. But it doesn’t 
stand a chance to win the 
Oscar, and I’ve made my in¬ 
ner peace with that. 


Once again Nicholas 
Cage turns up the 
heat as Johnny 
Blaze, the stunt biker 
who sacrifices his 
soul and becomes a 
fiery vigilante. This 
time he's hiding 
out in eastern 
Europe and joins a 
group of rebel 
monks to save a boy 
from the devil.

A year-and-a-half ago Jay 
Baruchel told me he was 
writing a script for what he 
said would be the best 
hockey movie since the 
1977 crowd favourite Slap 
Shot. 

The resulting film is 
Goon, a new comedy trib¬ 
ute to the most misunder¬ 
stood sports stars — the 
hockey enforcer. When I 
ask him if he could still 
make that boast now that 
the movie was finished he 
said, “With a doubt. Un¬ 
questionably.” 

“I go so far as to say we 
have the best hockey in any 
hockey movie. 

“It has teeth and it hits 
you in the head like a two- 
by-four. It’s loud. It’s coarse. 
It’s violent. But none of 
what I just mentioned 
would work or be relevant 
if you didn’t care about 
what was happening. The 


most important thing about 
this movie is, and I hate us¬ 
ing this word because it is 
so overused, but how much 
heart it has.” 

Shot in Manitoba, the 
movie stars American Pie’s 
Seann William Scott as 
Doug Glatt, a semi-profes¬ 
sional hockey player who 
can not only give a beating, 
but take one as well. 

“It is an anthem to the 
most mahgned, least under¬ 
stood position in profes¬ 
sional sports,” says 
Baruchel, “that of the hock¬ 
ey enforcer. I grew up with 
not just an appreciation but 
an inherent respect for 


what they did, so I decided 
these boys deserved their 
moment in the sun. 

“That’s why (the movie) 
is as violent as it is because 
it is not a clean job they do. 
Just like a soldier who 
leaves and runs the risk of 
not coming home this guy 
runs the risk of having 
some veiy terrible injuries 
inflicted on him eveiy time 
he skates. 

“We’re not passing some 
moral judgment on it aside 
from (the idea that) we 
could take a lesson from 
these boys about their hum¬ 
ble blue-collar work ethic.”

Steven Van Zandt says he 
didn't want to merely be a 
hired gun for his return to 
the small screen. 

The former Sopranos 
star was already making a

So if he was going to 
jump back into a mob role, 
he at least wanted to have 
some say over how his 
character Frank (The Fixer) 
Tagliano played out. 

Van Zandt notes he 
signed on not only as star, 
but as a writer and produc¬ 
er of Netflix’s first original 
series.

He says they hooked 
him with a bare bones de¬ 
scription: a New York 
gangster in the witness 
protection program is sent 
to Lillehammer. 

Lilyhammer is already 
making waves as part of a 


new band of shows that 
are being streamed, not 
broadcast, to audiences. 

Along with Hulu’s Bat¬ 
tleground, the slick mob 
series represents a new 
vanguard for online televi¬ 
sion as it challenges tradi¬ 
tional TV networks for 
viewers. 

Future endeavours for 
Netflix include the hotly 
anticipated House of 
Cards, starring Kevin 
Spacey, and a long-awaited 
reunion of the cult comedy 
Arrested Development. 


Lilyhammer has already 
been a smash in Norway, 
but Van Zandt suspects it 
may experience a slower 
build on this side of the 
pond. 

“All eight episodes go up 
at once and you discover it 
when you discover it 1 
guess,” he says. 

“It’s more similar to re¬ 
leasing an album. And you 
just continue to turn peo¬ 
ple on to it and talk about 
it and I’ll be talking about 
this thing the whole year 
while I’m on the road.”

Indie folk — and here 
I’m speaking as one of 
them — feel, rightly or 
wrongly, a certain sense of 


ownership when it comes 
to the artists we discover 
and nurture. We root for 
them to become big — but 
not too big because that 
would somehow sour our 
relationship with them. 
We’d prefer if they’d just 
stay our little secret. 

If, heaven forbid, they 
became commercial stars 
wouldn’t that make them 


no better than the dreck- 
ish Justin Bieber and Lady 
Gaga? No, the band hasn’t 
changed; it just that, well, 
circumstances are differ¬ 
ent. Share? Us? No! 

It’s silly, of course, but 
that’s often the prevailing 
attitude. 

One of the best l5n:ic 
fragments comes from the 
Sloan song Coax Me.
